RIYADH, Jan. 24 (SPA) — 
Crown Prince Fahd wiH start 
an inspection tour of Jeddah 
and other parts of the Wes- 
tern Province next week to 
follow up government efforts 
regarding tbs damage caused 
by the recent rainstorm. 

Speaking to reporters, In- 
formation. Minister Dr, Mu- 
hammad Abdo Y ama.ni said 
that Prince Fahd has present- 
ed a detailed report of the 
damage to King Khaled “who 
asked him to inspect the sit- 
uation” and order the autho- 
rities concerned to do every- 
thing possible to help citizens." 

A number of ministers will 
accompany Prince Fahd on 
his tour. 


TEHRAN, Jan. 24 (R) — 
Tehran's international airport 
.was dosed briefly by troops 
Wednesday but it appeared 
certain that Friday's “revolu- 
tion flight” carrying the exiled 
Ayatollah Khomeini would ar- 
rive as planned. 

Tanks and steel-helmeted 
troops sealed off the airport 
Wednesday morning, starting 
rumors that the authorities 
were trying to prevent the re- 
turn of the man who master- 
minded the revolt which led to 
last week's departure of the 
Shah. 

But senior officials said 
Wednesday night the airport 
had been closed for only 90 
minutes. Reporters at the 
scene said, however, the air- 
port was effectively dosed for 
considerably longer. 

The officials said a civilian 
airliner lauded Wednesday 
night and several airlines were 
planning to bring in flights 
Thursday. 

Informed sources said it ap- 
peared clear that Khomeini, 
who plans to set up an Islamic 
-republic will return early Fri- 
day to a hero’s welcome by

Coffins of toe five Palestin- 
ians, killed in Monday’s devas- 
tating bomb blast in West 
Beirut along with four passers- 
by, were carried by rifle- wield- 
ing commandos through a 
grieving crowd of some 20,000' 
Palestinians at the Sabra refu- 
gee camp. 

At the funeral, Arafat des- 
cribed Salameh as “one of our ' 
sons.’’ 

“I wish to inform (Israeli 
Prime Minister Menauem) Be- 
gin,” Arafat said, “our wiH will 
not submit nor will we.” 

“It was a scene of chaos, an- 
gry defiance and sorrow,” a 
correspondent reported from 
the funeral site. Arafat wept 
openly as he carried Abu Has* 
san’s coffin and hundreds of 
onlookers, waving toe V-for 
victory sign, surged forward to

Foreign firms warned 
against raising prices 

RIYADH, Jan. 24 (SPA) — Grown Prince Fahd has 
instructed the ministry of industry and electricity to want 
foreign companies against unwarranted increases in prices of 
their products. 

Industry minister Dr. Ghazi Algjosaibi said all dealings 
with violating firms would be terminated and their goods 
would be banned from entering toe Saudi market. 

Dr. Algosaibi added that his ministry “has noticed that a 
number of exporters of equipment and raw materials have 
raised their prices steeply on the excuse that this was necessary 
as a result of OPEC’s decision to raise the price of crude oil 
by an average of 10 pet cent” for 1979. 

“Following a close scrutiny of prices, these claims were 
proven to be unfounded,” Dr. AJgosaibi added. 


CAIRO. Jan. 24 (AP) 
President Anwar Sadat is ex- 
pected to issue a decree nam- 
ing Dr. Muhammad Abcfid- 
Rahman Bissar, grand sheikh of 
the 10-oeutury-old A1 Azhar 
University, the newspaper “A1 
Abram" reported Wednesday. 

Bissar, 69, is currently min- 
ister of religious endowments. 
He is to succeed Sheikh Abdul 
Halim Mahmoud, who died 
last year. 

A1 Azhar was built by the 
Fa timid Caliph A1 Moezz in 
the 9th century and an affilia- 
ted mosque bearing the same 
name has since been toe focal 
point of Islamic learning. 

Subsequent caliphs turned toe 
simple school and exqureetly 
structured mosque into a univer- 
sity at wfakh students from 69 
countries study courses ranging 
from theology to Quranic law, 
Islamic history and classical 
Arabic.

Bones of Canada tourist 
found near Luxor tombs 

CAIRO, Jan. 24 CAP) — After a two-year search, police 
have discovered the bones of a Canadian tourist who had dis- 
appeared in a labyrinth beyond the pharaonic tuples of 
Karnak and Luxor, the newspaper “A1 Abram” reported Wed- 
nesday. 

It said the skeleton of Cared Harroi was found in a five- 
meter-deep, 20-meter-long, winding archeological ditch in the 
heart of a mountain north of the 3,500-year-old tombs. ■ 

• The skeleton bore tte victim’s address and at her side was 
a handbag with a postcard on which she had scribbled a few 
lines tefling about her fall into the labyrinth during a lone stroll 
about the excavation. 

The words also stated that she was “preparing herself to 
die out of hunger and thirst and feeling sorry for being un- 
able to survive," the paper said. 

"Al Abram” quoted police sources as saying that Miss 
Harroi bad gone to Laxqrin Upper Egypt in December 1976 
when she suddenly vanished -leaving her baggage at a down- 
town hotel room. 

Rescue squads combed craggy mountain locations and 
archeological sites at the time bid failed to locate her. Inter- 
national police were alerted but their reports yielded no trace 
of Miss Harroi. 

Subsequently, Egyptian police resumed a search in the 
mountain area where the skeleton was found, “Al Abram” 
added.

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U.S. PRIORITIES 


President Carter's State of the Union address may indeed 
have reflected the mood of the American people on several key 
domestic issues — such as government belt- lightening, the 
deregulation of certain industries and the battle against infla- 
tion. But tbs president missed the boat on a number of crucial 
foreign policy issues, by failing to present Congress and the 
people with a realistic picture of the world as it exists today. 

In reading Mr. Carter’s address one is left with the impression 
that the a dminist ration deliberately sidestepped certain vital 
questions, perhaps because easy answers are simply not avail- 
able and because the president wished to put his best foot 
forward as the curtain begins to rise on the 1980 presidential 
election campaign. 

Mr. Carter bad nothing to say about Iran’s political crisis — a 
development many analysts regard as the most significant geo- 
political “event” in recent memory. Instead of facing the Iranian 
problem head-on, the president simply included Iran in a Kst 
of countries (Nicaragua, Cyprus, Namibia, Rhodesia) where 
the U.S. seeks "peaceful solutions to dangerous conflicts." Are 
we to assume from this that President Carter considers the 
disorders in Nicaragua to be as strategically important as the 
crisis in Iran? 

On tho question of a Middle East peace, ihe president 
limited himself to four brief sentences in his thirty-minute ad- 
dress. He repeated the traditional U.S. refrain about “our 
firm commitment to Israel’s survival and security.” He follow- 
ed up whh another truism: that America must retain the trust 
and confidence of both sides in the dispute. And then he said 
he was “determined to use the full beneficial influence of our 
-nation" to ensure that the Egyptian-Isradi peace treaty is 
eventually signed. The president did not explain what he 
meant by “full beneficial influence." Some optimistic Arab 
analysts may conclude Mr. Carter plans to apply pressure on 
Israel to secure a treaty that includes linkage on the Palestinian 
question. Some American political experts believe the presi- 
dent plans to resurrect the Camp David summit format to 
prod Menabem Begin and Anwar Sadat into signing the pro- 
posed treaty. But it is important to keep in mind that Mr. 
Carter was intentionally vague on the subject — an indication 
that he does not yet know what step to take to keep the peace 
process alive. It is also worth nothing that the preside*, never 
once mentioned the Palestinian people. 

Another serious and presumably deliberate omission in 
toe State of the Union address was the all-important question 
of energy — particularly its global dimensions. From a read- 
ing of the speech, an innocent observer would necessarily con- 
dude that international energy issues are not a major concern 
of the Carter administration. The president made only one 
fleeting reference to the need to conserve energy, and that 
appeared buried in a list of possible anti -inflation actions. Mr. 
Carter devoted far more time in his address to such secondary 
issues as campaign financing and the women's equal rights 
amendment 

One can only conclude from Mr. Carter’s speech that he 
still has not grasped the sea-changes that have taken place in 
the international community since the Cold War. Americans 
still do not understand that developments throughout the world 
have a direct impact on the future of the United States. Pre- 
sident Carter needs to formulate an American global strategy 
to cope with international changes. It is not enough to come 
forth with confused and often contradictory rhetoric about 
how “no superpower will dominate the world" and at the 
same time seek comfort in shopworn Cold War fomiulhs that 
evoke the horrors of nuclear war. If the Americans lose the 
ongoing struggle with the Soviet Union, it will not be because 
of a nuclear confrontation. The battle underway £s a gradual, 
low-level struggle for influence and control of strategically 
vital areas in the Third World. The thing President Carter roust 
realize is that the Soviets have already crafted their strategy. 
They know what they are doing, and the Americans do not.

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Thailand in the storm

BANGKOK — 

A potentially hostile force of 
100,000 Vietnamese gains sup- 
remacy in neighboring Cambo- 
dia. There is talk by outsiders 
of Thailand as a “frontiice 
state" and “the next domino. 
An unidentified Soviet -built 

MiG drops bombs inside Thai- 
land. 

Along the Thai-Cambodian 
border, however, (here are few 
signs of substantial reinforce- 
ments. Thai Prime Minister 
Kriangsak Cbomwcan fries off 
to Japan and (be governor of 
perhaps the most sensitive bor- 
-der province comes lo Bangkok 
for a round of golf. He tells 
reporters that (here is “nothing 
to worry about." 

But this is not a naive gov- 
ernment m Bangkok, burying 
its head like the proverbial ost- 
rich. 

Thailand is doing what it 
does best — sending signals in 
ati directions, playing one ride 
against the other, avoiding 
saber- rattling, keeping a smfl- 
ing face to afl around. Kriang- 
sak's government also intends 
to avoid any internal anxie- 
ties, and resulting economic 
problems, such as those that 
swept Thailand Following the 
F975 Communist victories ta 
Indochina and the coHapse of 
Thailand's American military 
umbrella. 

Thailand announced a neu- 
tral stand in the Cambodian 
conflict immediately after 
Vietnamese-led Cambodian for- 
ces captured Phnom Penh Jan. 
7. 

Three days later, two Thai 
heticopters flew into Cambo- 
dia to swoop up Cambodian 
Vice Deputy Premier leng Sary 
and fafis party. The evacuation 
of this key figure of the toppled 
government of Premier Pol Pot 
— one that had until recently 


been hostile to Bangkok — 
drew criticism that Thailand 
had gone out of its way to 
assist the Peking-supported Pol 
Pot leadership. 

Thai Foreign Minister Upa- 
dk PaChariyangkul said the 
evacuation was based on a 
“universal prmd^pie , ’ and “hu- 
rronttariaBisra.” 

Thailand then informed Chi- 
nese diplomats here that Bang- 
kok stiB honored the diplo- 
matic accord between Cambo- 
dia and Thailand but would 
have no alternative but to re- 
cognize the new Hanoi-backed 
regime in Phnom Penh should 
it become the legitimate gov- 
ernment. 

Senior sources m the for- 
eign ministry said Kriangsak 
later refayed a message to 
Vietnamese Premier Pham Van 
Dong that Thailand did not 
wish to interfere in the war in 
Cambodia but that Vietnamese 
troops should steer dear of the 
Thai frontier if “they don't 
want to be seen by outsiders. 

Dong sent a message, later 
made public, promising Hanoi 
would respect Thailand’s fron- 
tier. 

Some Western analysts here 
say, however, that the relatively 
quiet frontier is a “calculated 
risk" from a mifitary point of 
view. 

“There’s not much between 
the border and Bangkok to 
stop any concerted tank thrust,” 
one analyst said. 

Political observers noted that 
Kriangsak’s trip to neighboring 
La os three days before the 
Vietnamese forces took Phnom 
Penh was a clear indicanpn 
that Bangkok did not wish to 
lose a steadily built up detente 
with the pro-Moscow, Hanoi- 
dominated country.

In January of 19S4, Aris- 
totle Onassis sailed into Jed- 
dah from Cairo aboard the 
“Tina Onassis.” He came to 
negotiate what later became 
known as the Jeddah Agree- 
ment by which the Onassis 
tanker Beet would transport 
Saudi oil under the flag of 
the Saudi Arabian Maritime 
Company. 

“Prince Faisal told Aii Ali- 
reaa that nothing would hap- 
pen unless Kan’an was there. 
Alireza bunted, all over Jed- 
dah for me and when I came 
into the meeting Onassis said, 
‘So, who is this Kan’an AI 
Kbatib? After the whole thing 
was over I said, ‘Could I arid 
just one word to this agree- 
ment — alleged, for it is an 
alleged agreement.” It was a 
prophetic remark. 

Kan’an translated the entire 
103 articles of the contract 
that night. “True to my word 
it was already by 8:30 sum., 
and my butler was very

On one such visit to Wa- 
shington in 1971, Kan'an re- 
nxmibtsK a U.S. Secret Ser- 
vice agent insisting that the 
curtains in King Faisal's room 
be drawn as a precaution. 
When Kan'an relayed the re- 
quest, King Faisal was puzz- 
led. 

“Nevertheless, we are their 
guests and must do as they 
ask,” Kan'an quotes him as 
saying. Later, Sheikh Kao ’an 
explained to the agent that the 
king was unused to such sec li- 
my measures since, under the. 
Sharia law of the kingdom, 
there is very little crime. 
“Wdl, I wish toe king would 
come rule this country for six 
montM.” was the man's res- 
ponse to Kan’an’s explanation. 

The news of the American

surface, King Faisal wondered 
if the dark section was only 
viable from Earth, whether 
from the astronauts’ 
vantage point it appeared 
completely lit.

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A visit to la source’ of France s Perrier

VERGEZE, France — The summer-green, bowling-pin 


shaped bottles come labelled in several languages new. includ- 
ing Arabic and English. Bi* it was only a couple of Years 
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am in nunj parts of toe world toa« the lingly bubbles of 
Perrier bounced on the tongues of the few bon vivants wealthy 
enough to pay SI a bottle for what is. after all, water. 

Sales have mushi oomrd, even in. cbm era ot toe world like 
ihc Middle East where bottled waters from toe Mediteiraneau 
countries are commonplace. Sales in toe Unite States rose 
by 2 :S millior bottles a year, to 10U million in 1978. Source 
Perrier hopes to triple sales in America this year. 

No competitor lias Perrier's snob appeal — not yet, any- 
way. And Perrier is alone in the United States in challenging 
the giant soft drink industry (Pepsi. Coca-Cola e* ai> with a 
commercial blitz on television. 

I he IV ads lea lure actor Orson Welles proclaiming in 
his gravelly voice the “miracle'' of Perrier. Welles' gushes, in 
precise actor's diction, rival the chorus of gases and gurgles in 
the background: “in toe south of I ranee, near toe village of 
Vergeze, stand gales which guard a single spring. ..blessed with 
waters of unusual purity and clarity..." 

So tu see what all toe furor was, we came to the source 
in this tiny township to view “the single spring" where the 
Perrier folks say toe water "has been bubbling up from an 
underground volcanic spring at toe rate of 21,000 gallons 
per hour for nearly 2,000 years." 

The one- hour flight from Paris to Monipelier. toe nearest 
airfield, was taken wito Fred Zimmer, the enthusiastic board 
chairman of Perrier's U.S. subsidiary. Great Waters of France 
Inc. At 20,000 feet, the Dutchman admitted (hat Perrier's state- 
ment that the water “is bottled directly from nature" is not 
quite literally the case. 

The water does indeed bubble up from deep below the 
ground surface, but in order to control the consistency of toe 
carbon dioxide, the gas and water are separated, brought up 
from the earth in different pipes at separate points, then toe 
gasses are reinjected in toe bottling plant. 

“Fifteen, 20 years ago, sometimes there was not enough 
gas, sometimes too much. We take part of the gas from one 
place, separate water from toe gas and put them back together 
in toe same bottle. 

“It is all naturally carbonated water, but you .have to be 
very careful with toe spring." Zimmer explained. 

Greeting the visitor after a 3 5 -kilometer drive from Mont- 
pelier to Vergeze was the debris of construction. Puffs of dust 
blanketed toe low white adminjstrat : on buildings and labora- 
tories. Workers labored around the clock to meet the planned 
opening date of the new factory. After the opening, Perrier 
will emplo/ 2,000 people in Vergeze. 

The visitor was not taken directly to the spring, but to 
the plant in see the bottling of Lhe water. The sand from 
thei- own mines goes in one side of the plant to make bottles 
that bake at 1.600 degrees Fahrenheit and fly down red hot 
from furnaces. The water is piped into bottles, capped, labeled 
and emerges on the plant's other end. 

But where is the spring, rising “through porous limestone 
and cracked marls?" 

rhe spring must await a visit to the laboratory where, 
with an array of sophisticated equipment, George Perras, qua- 
lity and product control supervisor, oversees a staff that twice 
daily performs chemical analysis on the spring and bottled 
water. 

“We have never found any bacteria, or any variation or 
any- pesticides," he said. “One old man who had worked here 
many years had only one regret at retirement: He had never 
found any bacteria." 

Why is the gas taken out and put back in the water? 

“If we transport water and gas together in the same pipe, 
it will not work. We’ve been doing it this way for 36 or 37 
years."

The four officials marched a visitor to their Peugeot for a 
brief ride to the site. An imposing mansion on beautifully 
landscaped grounds, it was toe home of Sir St. John Harms- 
worth, who purchased the spring in 1903 with toe money he 
made from selling his stock in the family business — toe 
London “Dailv Mail" The parade continued up a terraced 
walk to..: a white gazebo. Inside toe gazebo was a protruding 

pipe. , 

‘*This is toe source " said Louis Foursans. somber in a 
gray suit. He is in charge of toe entire Pemer operation ex- 
cept bottling.' .There was a pixie-ish expression on his middle- 

aged face. . _ 

•There is no spill. We don’t want that because of possible 

bacteria,*’ he explained. • 

Fifty yards away — beneath a bird-bath-sized fountain 
covered by a plexiglas half sphere — fizzed lightly mineralized 
water with pure natural carbonation. This place, les Bouillons, 
as toe local villagers call toe spring, is toe only view of gurgling 
waters. 

The plexiglas top had been removed only once m recent 
years — for the Orson Welles commercial. 

Mas Pelera, the point where the carbon dioxide is remov- 
ed. is across the way. surrounded by a white picket fence. 

“Now, you have seen all our secrets," said Zimmer, ad- 
ding, “In Perrier, nothing is added, nothing is dropped, nothing 
is treated. We can withstand investigation, so if anyone v.«nLs 
to investigate what we do...we're not worried." 

When Gustave Leven. chairman ot Source Perrier, began 
looking at the American market a few years ago. most market 
reps weren’t interested. But the 63-year-old Frenchman per- 
sisted and two years ago hired marketing whiz Bruce Nevi ns 
(who put Levis on the international map) to head his open 
alien. 

Nevins has tried to convince American supermarket shoppers 
that it is better to reach for Perrier than Pepsi or Coke. ; He 
hired salesmen from toe soft drink industry, tripled toe 
million-doilar advertising budget, lowered toe price of a 23- 
ounce bottle to an average 69 cenLs, and emphasized the 
drink's hedlto properties.

The biggest of toe three main 
deposits, along the Athabasca 
River several hundred kilome- 
ters n«rto of Edmonton, covers 
about 32,000 square kms.

River, northwest of Edmonton, 
and Cold Lake, to the north- 
easi of the city. 

According to official figures 
oiled by Fitzgerald, the depo- 
sits contain 250 billion barrels 
of recoverable ofl. 

The oii sands He in layers at 
varying depths beneath the 
swampy wilderness of northern * 
Alberta. The nrixlure of bog, 
earth and rock that covers 
most of toe sands is known as 
“overburden.” / 

The two companies now ope- 
rating on the sands employ a 
Strip mining technique of dear- 
ing away the overburden and 
then scooping *e sands for 
transport by conveyor belts for 
refining. 

But most of the oil sands 

lie at depths that make strip 
mining impracticable, and Fitz- 
gerald's book examines lecmu- 
qutt whereby toe oil is separa- 
ted from the sand granules 
while stHl underground ana 
then pumped to the surface. 

Steam injection and theuse 
of ultra-some waves to dislodge 
the oH are discussed. But his 
most eye-opening pro posal is to 
use smaM nudear bombs to 
Mast underground caverns into 
which oil, freed from toe sands 
by heat, can flow. 

He says one lO-kiloton nu- 
clear detonator would yieM 
about two rnfikon bands or 
crude, and one billion barrels 
a year would mean exploding 
“a bomb a day” or more. 

While such a prospect sounds 
outlandish, Fitzgerald maintains 
that the cost would compare 
favorably wito the $50 billion 


needed to build enough con- 
ventional plants producing toe 
same quantity of oil. 

FHzgerald notes that toe _ 
idea of using nudear energy 
to extract oil from the sands 
goes as far back as the late 
1950s. A scheme called "Project 
QUsand using underground nu- 
clear blasts was formulated 
witti toe help of the now- 
extinct United States Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

But toe plan was killed by a 
new Canadian government that 
opposed all nuclear tests, even 
those for peaceful purposes. 

The two companies now 
working the sands are toe 
Great Canadian Oil Sands Ltd. 
(GCOSl. which began crude oil 
production in 1967, and Syn- 
crude Canada Ltd., which star- 
ted production last year. 

To put the scale of the pro- 
jects into perspective. Syncru- 
de. which is toe larger of toe 
two, took five years to build 
its plant at a cost estimated 
ai roughly equal to toe 1976 
gross national product "Of B 
Salvador, a country of four 
nvlilion people. 

Despite this immense invest- 
ment. Syncrude’s maximum 
production will be such that it 
wifi take 14 similar projects to 
meet Canada’s present oil 
needs. 

According to one published 
estimate. Syncrude's production 
costs per barrel, in 1978 dotfers, 
are S9.50, compared with bet- 
ween 25 cents and $1.25 in the 
Middle East and up to $4.50 in 
toe United States. 

The Syncrude project, lhe 
product of an alliance between 
private oi! companies and Ca- 
nadian government interests, 
probably would not have been 
built at all but for government 
concessions allowing it to s 
oil at higher prices than other 
Canadian producers. 

The smaller GCOS project, 
which is owned almost wholly 
by Sun Oil of PhSkdtlpih'ra. has 
otriy recently begun to break 
even in its operations. 

Thus the oiJ sands are dear- 
ly no> an instant solution to 
world oM supply problems, des- 
pite Fitzgerald’s enthusiasm. 
As another writer put it, pro- 
duction m the next few years 
is likely to resemble 'The ooze 
of tar more than toe gush of 
oil." — PR)

U.S. cuts NASL foreigners quota 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 
(AP) — Hie US. Labor De- 
partment drastically curtailed 
Tuesday the number of foreign 
players that can enter the Uni- 
ted Slates this year to play 
for teams in the North Ame- 
rican Soocer League. 

The department said that 
only 220 professional soccer 
players may be admitted bet- 
ween Feb. 1 and Sept. 30, 
dewn from' the 246 the league 
requested, one more than last 
year. 

Each of the 22 U-S. teams 
will be permitted to receive 10 
players. The two Canadian 
teams are not affected. 

The department, which also 
raised the minimum salary 
from $850 a month to 51,300 
also said certificates could not 
be reused unless a player was 


injured or quit the dub vo- 
luntarily and left the country. 

I m year, according to 
union leader Ed Garvey. 245 
visas were issued for foreign 
soccer players but actually 476 
players entered the country, 
almost twice the number. 


LONDON. Jan. 24 (AP) — 
Terry Damacott, an experien- 
ced defender -with English First 
Division dub Everton, is to 
join the North American Soc- 
cer League’s Tulsa Roughnecks 
for a $30,000 fee, it was an- 
nounced Tuesday. 


Under last year’s rules, a 
visa for a soccer player could 
be exchanged -at any time if 
a player injured himself or 
for some “compelling reason" 
cited by the Hub. 


In that way, one player

PLO denies involvement 


Israel warned of produce poisoning 


THE HAGUE. Jan, 24 
(Agencies) — A group calling 
itself the “Arab Revolutionary 
Army" has threatened to poison 
Israeli exports of fruit and vege- 
tables to Europe, according to 
letters posted to governments in 
the last tew days. 

Both the Dutch and Swedish 
governments received letters 
signed by the “A.RA. 1 * — be- 
lieved to stand for Arab Re- 
volutionary Army — saying the 
poisoning would be on a large 
scale and affect all seasonal 
citrus fruit. 

A letter posted in London 
said copies had also been sent 
to' countries within the Euro- 
pean Economic Community, as 
well as Romania and Yugosla- 
via. 

Last year the A.R.A. sent 
similar letters to European gov- 
ernments and shortly after- 
wards Israeli -grown oranges in- 
jected with metallic mercurv 
were discovered in Britain, Hol- 
land, West Germany, Belgium 
and Switzerland. Six children 
were taken ill but not seriously 
-jtfectecL 


The Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization (PLO) issued a 
denial in Damascus that it had 
anything to do with the recent 
letters and said it had not beard 
of the Arab Revolutionary 
Army. 

The letters threatened that 
last year’s campaign would be 
intensified and this time letlia 1 
doses of poison would be used, 
unless certain demands were 
met. 

The demands laid out in the 
London letter said such actions 
would continue until “the foun- 


dation of a democratic state in 
all Palestine" which corres- 
ponds to the hard line rejec- 
izonist guerrillas’ policy. 

In the Hague a government 
spokesman said the threat- was 
being taken seriously. Customs 
officials were being alerted to 
check, on shipments of Israel: 
produce 

The letters were written in 
English. Last year’s letters 
were posted in the West Ger- 
man city of Stuttgart. 

Israeli officials said Wednes- 
day they were thinking of ways 


of dealing with the new threat. 

Ya ha Ionia sebehory, deputy 
director-general of the Agricui 
ture Ministry said. “The t hing 
now is to keep the public from 
getting panicky for no rea- 


** Israel and the other gov- 
ernments involved are being 
very careful,” Ms. Schehory 
said. She emphasized the small 
number of oranges involved in 
last year’s incidents and said 
she hoped, the experience “will 
convince the public that they 
should not panic.” .

R pi l services in south Eng- 
land were in chaos and there 
was no progress toward 
settlement of the major disput- 
es involving truck drivers and 
train engineers. 

Low-paid workers who stag- 
ed a oadonal protest strike on 
Monday continued intermit- 
tent stoppages which in sonic 
districts deprived hospital pa- 
tients of meals, closed schools 
and curtailed ambulance ser- 
vices. 

One group of workers re- 
sorted 'o a new strike wea- 
pon — they refused to smile. 
The National Union of Public 
Employees (NUPE) told mem- 
bers in southwest England to 
perform their duties “without 
a smile or a sparkle.” 

Britain’-, biggest cavil ser- 
vice union, the Civil and Pub- 
lic Services Association, an- 
nounced its members had vot- 
ed two-io-one to stage a one- 
day strike and follow it with 
other forms of industrial ac- 
tion. 

For the second day running 
hundreds of thousands did not 
manage u> get to work. A one- 
day raB strike on Tuesday 
meant that lines had not been 
de-iced in the freezing, snow- 
bound south. 

Only four early morning 
trains were running with pas- 
sengers hemmed in so tight 
tha t a Japanese commuter 
said the crush was worse than 
the Tokyo rush-hour. 

Services improved during 
the day but Thursday train 
engineers have scheduled an- 
other one-day national strike 
— their fourth this month. 

The only move in the three- 
week-old truckers’ dispute was 
appeal by employers to the 
drivers. The Road Haulage 
Association placed advertise- 


ments in national newspaper: 
urging drivers “to get Britan 
back os the road” and acocp 
their latest 15 per cent paj 
offer. 

Manchester Airport was 
closed for the second day fo 
cause of a union “go slow," 
The airport shut when two 
firemen weal on leave and no- 
body would take their place*, 

Prime Minister James Cal- 
laghan met nurses' leaden at 
10 Downing Street to discos 
their pay grievances. 

Labor Party left-wingers 
were upset by the prime m- 
luster’s statement Tuesday de- 
fending the right of watken 
to cross picket lines and hint- 
ing the police should taka 
stronger action to control ex- 
cessive picketing.
